For His Veto of the River audi Harbor 
ItilI.~Tbc Measnre in the 
Semite. 


WASHINGTON, June 3.—A contest for 
the right of way arose as soon as the 
senate met today. 
Mr. Vest, demo- 
crat, of Missouri, who, in the absence 
of Mr. Frye, is in charge of the river 
and harbor bill, sought to have the 
president's veto of that measure taken 
up. 
This was opposed by Mr. Petti- 
grew, republican, of South Dakota, in 
charge of the Indian appropriation bill 
conference report. 


Mr. Vest urged that the suspension 
and possible destruction of the work of 
improvement on internal waterways 
was of more moment than any other 
one subject save that of the national 
honor. 
It was imperative that the 
question be settled now, eo that if the 
veto was sustained, it could be de- 
termined whether another river and 
harbor bill was to be framed. 


The bill and veto were taken up, 
yeas, 38; nays, 10. The negative vote 
was cast by: Democrats—Bate, Chilton, 
Harris, Palmer, Vilas— 5. 
Eepublicans 
—Brown, Morrill, Pettigrew, Pritchard, 
Teller—5. 
Total, 10. The veto mes- 
sage was then read. 


Mr. Vest said the veto contained 
statements which, however much he 
might respect the high ofice of the 
president, ought not to go unchal- 
lenged. 
The senator did not question 
the president's veto prerogative, but 
the framers of the constitution never 
had intended that this power should 
be exercised in the ordinary affairs of 
the government. 
It was to be a power 
to meet 
extraordinary 'emergencies, 
when popular passion had led to hasty 
legislation, or when a constitutional 
question was involved. 
The 
early 
presidents, who stood nearest to the 
constitution, exercised the veto power 
but seven times; twice bj)r Washington, 
five times by Madison^ and never by 
Jefferson or John Adami. 


Mr. Vest then analyzed the statement 
oif the veto concerning 
extravagance. 
The president bad, he said, stnted that 
the bill made direct appropriations of 
about $14,000,000. while in fact they 
aggregated $12.608 900, a difference of 
$1,391,100. 
This was hardly character- 
istic of the exactness of the emanations 
of Mr. Cleveland, who never had served 
in a legislative body and seemed to 
have a tendency to minimize the re- 
sponsibility of a legislator to his con- 
stituents. 
Mr. Vest took up other 
items, showing that the totals were less 
than the president's statements would 
indicate. 


The senator said as to the general 
charge of extravagance that, in view of 
the vast interests involved, the extent 
of the country, and, in fact, that, the 
river and harbor bill covered two years, 
this measure was comparatively reason- 
able. 
There were items open to ques- 
tion, yet, as in all legislation, this was 
the result of compromise. 
Mr. Vest 
said he had addressed a letter to Gen- 
eral Craighill, chief of engineers, asking 
for the facts as to the statement o f the 
president that he had learned from 
offi cial sources that the bill contained 
appropriations intended to serve pri- 
vate interests. The sanator said General 
Craighill made no reply, but in re- 
sponse to a telegraphic query answered 
that the letter had been 
referred 
to the secretary of war for instruc- 
tion?. Up to this date no information 
hai been given. 
"Sa that for reasons 
best knov;n to the administration," 
said Mr. Vest, bitterly, "it is con- 
sidered beat not to go into details on 
these charges, but to indulge in general 
and rhetorical declamation as to the 
aUegel extravagance and favoritism 
contained in it." 


Mr. Vest said he believed one of the 
president's charges applied 
to the 
Brunswick, Ga., harbor, one of the best 
and most economical improvements in 
the country. 
The senator spoke of the 
cheaper rates of transportation result 
ing from improvements at the Soo, New 
Orleans, Baltimore, New York, Boston 
and elsewhere. 
In the platform on 
which Mr. Cleveland was first nominat- 
ed was a strong plank for waterway 
improvements, and in his early mes- 
sages he had ignored these improve- 
ment?. 
Mr. Vest prophecied that in 
the near future legislation would be 
directed to further developing internal 
commerce and cheapening transporta- 
tion. 


The bill prohibiting the issue of 
bonds, which passed the senate yester- 
day, was considered by the house ways 
and means committee today. 
Repre- 
sentative Wheeler, democrat, of Ala- 
bama, moved to report the bill favora- 
bly, but no action was taken at the 
time 
The committee a-ljourned. The 
sentiment of the committee seemed to 
favor making an adverse report. 


The senate committee on foreign 
relations did not take action at its 
meeting today on Senator Morgan's 
Cuban joint resolution. 
There was no 
quorum present until a few minutes 
before the close of the meeting, so that 
it would be impoEsible to secure a vote 
if there had been no other obstacle in 
the way. 


It appeared from the informal dis- 
cussion which took place that some of 
the members of the committee who ex- 
pressed sympathy with the ol'jects ci 
the resolution were doubtful whether 
it would not do the cause of the Cubans 
and of Americans in Cuba more harm 
to report the resolution and have the 
senate adjourn without action than it 
would to allow the resolution to remain 
unacted upon. 
L'caator Morgau, how- 


ever, pressed the importance of the 
committee's action and declined to ac- 
cept the opinion that the senate would 
not vote on the resolution if it should 
have an opportunity to do so before 
adjournment.

LANDS IN ^ B A . 


General Fitzhugh Lee Given a 
Cordial Welcome. 


All the Representatives of Spain Meet 
Him in the Harbor and Escort 
Him to Port. 


HAVANA, June 3 —General Fitzhugh 
Lee, recently appointed United States 
consul general in succession to Eamon 
W. Williams, arrived at 5:30 this morn- 
ing by the Ward line steamer Mascott. 
The steamer was met by a gaily decor- 
ated tug, upon which were Meesrs. 
Williams and Springer, Dr. Burgess. 
Senor Z»ledo. representing the cap- 
tain general, and the agent of the 
Ward line. 
The party bearded the 
Mascott and extended - a cordial wel- 
come to General Lee. 
General Brad- 
ley Tyler Johnson and a number of 
other Americans and a large crowd of 
people awaited General Lee ashore. 
On the wharf Gensral Lee was re- 
ceived most respect^lly. 
There were 
no demonstrations and he entered a 
handsome carriage, with the coachman 
and footman in Senor Zaledo's livery, 
and was driven to the Hotel Ynglaterra, 
where Mr. Williams had previously 
securcd a fine suite of rooms for his 
successor. 


General Lee partook of coffee and 
then retired for a short rest, as he was 
very tired in conscquence of the rough 
passage from Key West here. 
General 
Lee has already made a favorable im- 
pression by his qaiet, 
gentlemanly 
behavior and pleasant 
conversation. 
The corresporifient of the Associated 
Press was among those who went to 
meet General Lee, and was the only 
newspaper 
representative 
who was 
enabled to do so. It is understood that 
General Johnson is very much pleased 
with the reception which has been 
accorded him by 
Captain 
General 
Weyler,

Sergeant-at-Arms Byrnes Moves

ST, Louis, June 3 —Sergeant at-Arms 
Byrnes, of the republican national con- 
vention, has opened permanent head- 
quarters at the Southern hotsl, 
where 
he will remain continuously until after 
the convention. 
Mr. Byrnes said that 
he would be kept busy from this time 
on with the selection of his assistants. 
He has the appointing of 1,500 men, 
who will serve in one capacity .or an- 
other during the convention, and for 
these places,he has received probably 
15,000 applications. 
Another big job 
will be the distribution of 5,000 badges. 
Seven days hence the national com- 
mittee will meet at the Southern hotel 
to take up the work of contested seats 
in the convention. 
There are 170 seats 
of delegates from the forty-eight states 
and territories that are in dispute, and 
the committee will have to sit as a 
court and hear all the ^vidence of both 
sides and determine who are the right- 
ful delegates.

PiTTSBUiiG, June 3—The board of

The suits numbered over 300, 
and it is estimated the two companies 
will save by the move $3,000,000 in 
counsel fees alone, besides $7,000.X)00 
that might have been obtained in 
damages.

SALARY T O O LARGE. 


Alayor'Elect 
Pennoyer 
Thinks 
the 
Office Worth $2,500. 


PORTLAND, Ore., June 3 —In speaking 
of his policy as mayor of this city, ex- 
Governor and Mayor-elect. Pennoyer 
today said:

"I shall endeavor to reduce expenses 
wherever I cah to meet the existing 
conditions and I will now say what I 
could not well say and what I did not 
say before election—that while endeav- 
oring to faithfully discharge my duty 
as mayor, I shall take but one-half the 
salary. 
That salary should come down 
with the general decline of prices and 
values; and I shall see that it does 
come down." 


The mayor's salary is now $5,000 per 
annum. 


ToptKi, Kas., June 3 —It is possible 
that there is an object that does not 
appear on the sui lace of the sudden 
departure f jr Alaska of Pre f L. L, 
Dyche, of the Kansas state university. 
During his northern trip last summer 
the professor paid a visit, while in 
Greenland, to the largest meteorite in 
the world and immediately announced 
his determination to possess it. Lieu- 
tenant Peary, however, claimed the 
meteorite by right of discovery and 
warned the professor not to attempt to 
remove it. As the meteorite weighs 
dozens of tons, Peary's warning was of 
necessity heeded at the time, but Pro- 
fessor Dyche stated distinctly that he 
intended within a few years to return 
to Greenland for the meteorite. 
Last 
week the dispatches announced that 
Lieut. Peary would sail for Greenland 
this summer to secure the meteorite. 
As soon as Profespor Dyche can reach 
Seattle he will sail for the north and it 
is quite probable that his destination is 
neither Alaska nor the north pole, but 
the point in Greenland where the 
coveted 
meteorite 
lies. 
Profeesor 
Dyche will have the longer route to 
Behring straights and the northwest 
passage, but he is a man of great en- 
ergy and it he has in reality started on 
a race for the coveted meteorite, the 
chances are a lively race to Greenland. 
The meteorite is roughly estimated to 
be worth $50,000.

LEXINGTON, Ky., June 3 —The demo- 
cratic state convention meets here to- 
day in the large auditorium on the 
Chautuequa grounds. The occasion is 
more than the usual state convention, 
as there were eleven district 
conven- 
tions held in the forenoon to select 
delegates to the national 
democratic 
convention at Chicago. 
The silver men 
controlled nine out of the eleven dis- 
tricts, so that the Kentucky delegation, 
with its four free silver delegates at 
large, stands almost solid for the white 
metal. 
Senator Blackburn continued 
today, as yesterday, the hero of the 
occasion, many addressing him as the 
Kentucky favorite for president. 


When 
the eleven 
congressional 
district meetings were held, the Black- 
burn men, or the free silver advocates, 
secured control of the committees of 
the convention, as well as of the state 
committee, but Senator 
Blackburn 
councelled for conservative action in 
the district conventions, as well as in 
the state convention. 
The gold stand- 
ard men, except in the Louisville 
districts, took little part in the pro- 
ceedings of the district conventions, 
but proposed to contest in the conven- 
tion this afternoon several parts of the 
program decided on at the silver con- 
ference last night. 


At the meeting of delegates, by con- 
gressional districts today two delegates 
and two alternates from each district 
to the national convention at Chicago 
were selc cied as well as state commit 
teemen, officers and members of the 
various convention committees. 
Some 
of the district conventions lasted until 
afternoon so that the convention was 
delayed till after 2 o'clock. 


During the noon recess members of 
committees met informally. 
First re- 
ports indicated 
much work for the 
committee on credentials, but as the 
committee stood ten to one for the 
silver men, it was apparent the work 
would soon be disposed of. 


As the gold standard men had only 
the Louisville member on the commit- 
tee on resolutions, the adoption of the 
platform agreed up an at the silver con- 
ference last night is assured. 


The silver men controlled all dis- 
tricts except the Fifth, in which Louis- 
ville is located. 
In the Fifth district 
all receiving places were not only 
instructed for a gold standard, but 
each candidate' was made to pledge 
himself before the district convention.

The passage of the river and harbor 
bill by congrcss, over the president's 
veto, is one of the most fligrant exhi- 
bitions of profligacy in the history of 
congressional action. 
It carried with 
it appropriations of nearly $77,000,000 
and was a piece of patoh work thrown 
together by representatives of both 
parties for the purpose of securing ap- 
propriations for pet schemes of favored 
localities, and was nothing else than a 
huge combination steal. One third of 
the appropriations asked for were prob- 
ably legitimate and necessary, but the 
other two thirds was downright plund- 
ering of tbe national treasury and 
secured by jobbery and log rolling 
methods. 
It was a wanton wetste of the 
people's money and will stamp the 
present congress with the mark of a 
public thief. It would have been well 
for the nation had congress heeded the 
wise objections 
that the president 
urged against the passage of the bill. 


President Arthur was the last presi- 
dent to veto a river and harbor bill, 
and he did so for precisely the same 
reasons that President Cleveland has 
given—useléEs 
and wanton extrava- 
gance—so that the president has a pre- 
cedent for his act, based on high repub 
lican authority.

vaal, for the 60 minor conspirators— 
raised a feeling of consternation ih 
England, 
The sensation is a stunning 
one to the British mdnd. 


To this day the common people of 
England, including the editors of tJae 
leading newspapers, besotted in their 
own sdlf 8ufflcien(^, have not ajiythjing 
like an ad€ic[nate idea of the crime-the 
Jameson raiders, and e^eoially 
the 
"Teform" oommittee of Johahnesbiarg 
were gnilty of. 
That there was one 
Ameficaai among the leaders 6f the 
plot, and ¿that .five more are implicated 
among the 60 minor offenders, must 
not blind ua to the fact that the Boers 
have justice .on-their sidefrom the.start. 


The first of this year Jameson tried 
to overturn the gcwrerrtment of the South 
African Republic. 
Tlie town of Johan- 
nesburg, the city of the gold mines, 
was peopled largely by foreign wealth 
seekers, mainly English. These foreign- 
ers have insisted that they should not 
only retain theîr citizenship in their own 
rei^ective countries, but also in the 
South African Republic. 
The Boers 
naturally, denied them this privilege. 
Then the foreigners resMent at Johan- 
nesburg entered into a iplot to start a 
rebellion and force the Boers to turn 
over the administration of the govern- 
ment to them. Stripped of' useless rwords 
that was their aim.

The theater is the loser, too, from the 
inroads of the wheel Formerly of after- 
noons the matinee was the thing. Now 
it is the bicycle and the spin into the 
country. 
Wheeling of evenings is also 
so common as to sensibly thin the the- 
ater audiences in pleasant weather. The 
losses inflicted on livery stable keepers, 
carri^e makers and horse breeders will 
foot up into the milliona Savings banks, 
too, have suffered, because the thrifty 
depositor now draws out his money to 
buy a bicycle. 


On the other hand, according to some 
figures published lately by the New 
York Herald, wheelmen spend annually 
for their machines, repairs and excur- 
sions not less than $300,000,000. Capi- 
tal invested in bicycle manufacture is 
$60,000,000. 
The work gives employ- 
ment in all its branches to 120,000 per- 
sons. There are now 4,000,000 bicyclers 
in the Union. One of the best results of 
the craze is that we shall presently have 
good roads in every portion of the Unit- 
ed States.

Poison 
was found in her stomack 
As the one 
wlio would benefit by her death, her 
daughter, Mrs. Fleming, was arrested 
and imprisoned on the chai-ge of mur- 
der. 
While awaiting trial, she applied 
for the estate which would have fallen 
to her in the natural course. Her appli- 
cation was refused on the ground of the 
presumption that she killed her mother. 
But this decision was reversed. The re- 
versal of the decision and the subse- 
qiient allotting of her estate to Mrs. 
Fleming, even though she be in prison, 
probably fix a precedent in a case the 
exiict pjirallel of which has never arisen 
before. 
Mrs. Fleming will now have 
the money of her mother with which to 
defend herself from the charge of poi- 
soning that mother in order that she 
might inherit the money. If, however, 
it had been proved that the woman had 
killed her mother, then the case would 
have been different and she could not 
have inherited under the law.

vendor tho hf.rd sentences—death for 
the five loaders of the so called reform 
committee, a line of £10.000 each and 
two years' imprisontneirt, followed by 
three years' hani'limf-iit from tho Trans, 
vaal, for tho 00 minor conspirators— 
raised a fooling of consternation iu 
England, 
Tho sensation is it stumiing 


one to tho British mind. 


To this day tho common people of 


England, including tho editors of the 
leading newspapers, besotted in their 
own self sufficiency, havo not anything 
like an adequate idea of the crime tho 
Jameson raiders, nnd especially tho 
"reform" committee of Johannesburg 
vrero guilty of. That there \vas one 
American among; the leaders of tho 
plot, and that live moro aro implicated 
among tho CO minor offenders, must 
not blind us to tho fact that tho Boers 
have justice on their side from tho start. 


Tho first of this year Jameson tried 


to overturn the government of the South 
African Republic. Tho town of Johan- 
nesburg, tho city of tho gold mines, 
was peopled largely by foreign wealth 
seekers, mainly English. These foreign- 
ers have insisted that they should not 
only retain theircitizeuship in their own 
respective countries, but also iu tho 
South African Republic. 
Tho Boers 


naturally denied them this privilege. 
Then the foreigners rosident nt Johan- 
nesburg tutored into n plot to start a 
rebellion and force tho Boers to turn 
over tho administration of the govern- 
ment to them. Stripped of useless words 
that was their aim. 


Their attempt was to be supplemented 


by tho arrival of Jameson with a body 
of troops largo enough to cnlorcc their 
demauds. 
That tho attempt failed was 


only owing to the pluck and fight shown 
by tho Boers. 


There aro really no extenuating cir- 


cumstances. 
Tho five leaders of tho 


Johannesburg part of the conspiracy 
pleaded guilty of treason. One of them 
is tho Amrrirtin John Hays Hammond, 
another is Ernest Rhodes, brother of 
Cecil Rhodes, who undoubtedly ap- 
proved of the Jameson raid. Yet if Paul 
Krugor had dawd to executo the death 
sentence he would havo had a British 
army in his republic at once, fighting to 
exterminate the Bovr.s and take posses- 
sion of their country. This < jenuany 
would not allow. Heavy consequences 
would havo followed tho execution of 
the live conspirators who on their own 
confession were guilt}' of treason agaiuat 
the South African Republic.

Capi- 
tal invested in bicyclo manufacture is 
$00,000,000. 
Tho work gives employ- 


ment in all its branches to 120,000 per- 
sons. There aro now 4,000,000 bicyclers 
in the Union. One of tho best results of 
tho craze is that we .shall presently have 
got*! roads iu every portion of tho Uuit- 
ed States.
